Washington, D. C., Dec. . 22P—- Last bulletin gave forcasts of 
disturbance to cross continent 23 toy7, warm wave 22 to 26, cool 
wave 25 to 29. 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast about 
28, cross west of Rockies country by close of 29, great central 
valleys 30 to Jan. I, eastern states 2. 
Cool wave will cross west 
of Rockies about 31, great central valleys Jan. 2, eastern states 
4. 
Warm wave will cro*s west of Rockies about 28, great cen­ 
tral valleys 30, eastern states Jan, 1. 
T his will be the most important storm period of the winter. 
The forces of nature will be so intense that it is difficult to de- 
termine’what part of the earth will be most affected. A great and 
severe cold wave will sweep over this continent Dec. 26 to 30 
and will give the central valleys—the great depression lying east 
of the Rocky ridge—a season of strenuous weather. 
Woe unto 
man and beast that may be caught without shelter at that time. 
Following that cold wave will come a great rise in tempera­ 
ture and a great increase in the energies of the storms. 
I do not 
predict earthquakes but as unusually severe electric disturbances 
are expected from Dec. 27 to Jan. 3, earthquakes are probable in 
sections most subject to them. 
During this disturbance severe 
thunder storms on southern part of the continent, blizzards on 
northern parts and electric storms in many parts may be expects 
etl. 
Hurricanes and tornadoes will affect the southern hemi­ 
sphere and sections near the earth’s equator. 
First hair of January will average warmer than usual and 
last half much colder. 
The principal high tempe rature wave 
will cross continent first and third weeks and a great cold wave 
and blizzard fourth week of the month. 
Most precipitation will 
come last half of the month. 
The eastern Staten and Pacific 
slope will get most precipitation while unusually dry weather 
will prevail in the great central valleys. 
After these very severe disturbances during first week of 
January and last days of December the storm energies will grow 
gradually less intense as we approach the spring months.
